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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the structure corresponding 
to the claimed "means for performing a security operation..." is the security operation unit 160 and/or the module 460. This is not 
persuasive because a sufficient structure of the unit 160 and module 460 is not disclosed. For example, the unit 160 is described as "can 
be implemented in ... software, hardware or a combination thereof." See PGPub 2005/0246282 A1 at 0073. This is an insufficient 
description of the corresponding structure because one of ordinay skill in this art would not know the exact structure of the unit 160 from this 
description (or from any other portions of the original description). Therefore, the 112, 2nd rejection remains. Moreover, the Examiner finds 
that because the claims are rejected as being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, it is impossible to properly construe 
claim scope at this time. See Honeywell International Inc. v. ITC, 68 USPQ2d 1023, 1030 (Fed. Cir. 2003) ("Because the claims are 
indefinite, the claims, by definition, cannot be construed."). Therefore, Applicants' arguments against Gruse under §1 03 have not been 
addressed because the claims cannot be construed at this time. 
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
